WASHINGTON, 
April 
18.—W hy 
the state of California is defying 
Japan's diplomatic power and refus­ 
ing to acquiesce in suggestions from 
the United States government that 
it 
abandon 
its plan of excluding 
Asiatics from ownership of land in 
California was explained in a state­ 
ment written for the United Press 
today by 
Representative 
Kent 
of 
California. 
Kent is credited with 
having done more than any other 
Californian to bring tho state de­ 
partm ent to appreciate the attitude 
of Pacific coast people. 
His state­ 
ment follows: 
Kent’s Statement 
Chinese exclusion was 
based 
on 
economic and social reasons. 
The 
economic reasons were fallacious. If 
Chinese did our work without de­ 
moralizing our democracy, there was 
no reason why he should not do it. 
But in working he kept out white 
labor and thus demoralized our so­ 
cial status. 
The same reasons were cited as 
objections to the Japanese. 
He was 
found to be a much less valuable 
economic quantity then the China­ 
man. 
He did not have the same 
ideas of commercial integrity. 
His 
social attitude was much more of­ 
fensive. 
Exclusion laws would un­ 
doubtedly have been passed against 
Japanese if their government had not 
entered into a treaty 
to 
provide 
against issuing passports to its la­ 
boring classes coming to the United 
States. 
We cannot deny that taken raci­ 
ally the Japanese are different from 
white men. 
They cannot be assimil­ 
ated with our population. 
The in­ 
troduction of permanently defined 
groups of a non-assimilable popula­ 
tion must necessarily create better­ 
ness and misunderstanding and ham- 
i per the development of democracy.

WORSE THEN TOLD 


Fred 
Hartwell 
Returns 
from Flood District To­ 
day; Says Help Is 
Needed 


“The people of La Crosse have no 
conception of the damage wrought by 
the floods in Indiana, Ohio and Illi­ 
nois,’' is the statement of Fred H. 
Hartwell, who returned from a trip 
to Terre Haute, Ind., otday 
where 
he tried a case in circuit court. 
“Many of the cities 
in the flood 
cone have not had train service for a 
month," 6aid Mr, Hartwell, “and it 
will be months before good service 
can again be established. 
From my 
train windows I could see railroad 
tracks that had been carried out in 
the corn fields. 
Bridges were top­ 
pled over into the boiling torrents, 
wrecks of buildings, uprooted trees, 
huge beams that had formed other 
structures and general ruin covers 
the landscape. The fields are 
the 
most desolate I have ever seen. 
It 
will require years for the flood swept 
district to recover from the ruin. 
“I can understand now why the 
first news of the disaster was so in­ 
definite. 
With the water up to the 
second and third story windows and 
the railroad tracks swept away no 
man could communicate with the out­ 
side world. 
Wires were one tangled 
skein and often broken and carried 
afay entirely. The people are

need of sympathy and assistance and 
much money is necessary to prevent 
severe suffering."

Measure Introduced in the 
Senate This Morning Lays 
Down Broad Policy for 
the State

MADISON. Wig., April 18— A most 
comprehensive water power bill, the 
work of diligent research and inves­ 
tigation, was presented in the senate 
this morning by the special comm it­ 
tee on conservation of the senate. 
The bill lays down a broad state 
policy. 
The old theory of private, 
unregulated develoument of 
water 
powers is abandoned. 
A new policy 
of state regulation and control 
of 
river improvement and water power 
development is proposed. 
The dom­ 
inating purposes of the bill are 
to 
create corporations for the sole pur­ 
pose of improving navigation, and for 
the encouraging and 
securing 
of 
complete development of state water 
power resources by 
state agencies, 
thereby safeguarding all public and 
private rights. 
This measure lays 
the foundation of what is hoped will 
eventually lead to the acquirement 
by the state of all of its water pow­ 
ers developed in the future. 
This committee which drafted this 
bill is composed of Senators Husting, 
Bosshard aud Tomkins. 
A public 
hearing on this bill has been fixed 
for Friday afternoon, April 25th. 
Under the terms of this bill water 
powers in the state of Wisconsin are 
divided into two classes; those de­ 
veloping 250 horse 
power or more, 
and those under 250 horse power. 
To Create State Agencies 
The main idea of the first part of | 
the bill is to create state agencies 
in the form of corporations and 
to 
delegate to them certain powers for 
the improvement of navigation, 
im­ 
provement of 
rivers, 
charging of 
tolls, and the development, sale and 
distribution of hydraulic and hydro­ 
electric power. 
It permits 
water 
power companies to charge toll on 
their river improvements, to earn a 
reasonable return 
on their invest­ 
ment, and to establish a depreciation 
fund. 
A part of a surplus to be per­ 
mitted is diverted into a state trust 
fund. 
This fund is to be held by the 
state, both as a sinking fund for the 
corporation, and if unused it may be 
applied by the state toward the ac­ 
quirement of the water power pro­ 
perty. 
Until the state has adopted a 
constitutional amendment which will 
permit it to acquire reservoirs 
and 
•water powers, the levying of a tax 
’for the purchase of water powers 
j on the part of the state cannot

W ayman, former state’s attorney of 
Cook county and prominent republi­ 
can politician, died early this morn­ 
ing after shooting him self twice be­ 
low the heart late yesterday after­ 
noon. 
“ Boys, I must have had a little 
sand in my gear box,” was W aym an’e 
dry comment w’hen explaining his 
act to his friends last night by the 
bedside. 
“ I hope I will recover,” he contin­ 
ued. 
* 
Ignored W arning 
After quitting the service of the 
state as Cook county’s attorney .Way­ 
man reopened a private law* office, 
despite the warnings of hie physi­ 
cians. Finally, in order to get him 
away from the strain of the work, his 
physician invented the subterfuge of 
appendicitis, telling the patient he 
must cease physical and mental ac­ 
tivities in order to prepare for an 
operation. He was ordered to his 
home. 
The revolver used by Wayman is 
an automatic. He had been given the 
weapon by a client who had used it 
with fatal effects in a shooting af­ 
fray. After Wayman arrived home 
yesterday he decided to w’ork up his 
defense for his client and took the 
gun from his closet. 
In examining the mechanism, Way- 
man said he was suddenly seized with 
an impulse to end his iife. Turning 
the gun on himself, he pulled the 
trigger. The rapidity with which the 
automatic magazine worked caused 
it to fire tw’o bullets, each of which 
entered near the heart. 
Mrs. Wayman found her husband 
lying in a pool of blood. George C. 
Bour, a friend of Wayman, was pass­ 
ing. 
Can’t Explain Act 
“ I ve made an awful fool of my­ 
self.” said the stricken attorney as 
Bour reached him. 
“ I just acted on 
the impulse and really don't know 
why I did it.” 
W aym an’s last official act was the 
most spectacular of his career. P e r ­ 
sonally a believer in the segregation 
of vice during his term in office he 
had been bitterly attacked by reform­ 
ers. 
Finally, a few’ weeks before his 
retirement as s ta te ’s attorney he con­ 
ducted with the assistance of his 
own detectives and in defiance of the 
police a series of raids on the Chi­ 
cago “ red light” district which-prac­ 
tically cleared out the resorts and 
from which the segregated district 
has never recovered. He openly stat­ 
ed that he believed his act would 
scatter the social evil over Chicago 
and the public would be glad to go 
back to the segregated 
plan.

avowed aim was to give the public 
an object lesson.

Service Should Be 
Tested for Their 
Accuracy 


Some time ago the current maga­ 
zines contained 
long articles con­ 
demning oculists and opticians 
for 
furnishing their patients with lenses 
which were off-center, and not hav­ 
ing any means of telling whether th© 
lenses were accurately centered or 
not. 
They had in mind, that many of 
the lenses furnished to them by tho 
manufacturers were not made so that 
the optical center was in the center 
of the lens, and therefore contained 
prismatic power. 
This prismatic power affects the 
external muscles of the eyes, which 
control tho rotations of the eye-balls, 
and causes diplopia or crossed eyes, 
to a moderate or greater degree, ac­ 
cording to the amount of discenter- 
ing in the lenses when ground.

Wearing lenses off-center does not 
promote good binocular vision and is 
tiring to the eyes, 
and should be 
avoided. 
To warn against the occurrence of 
such lenses falling into the hands of 
a wearer, there has been manufac­ 
tured an instrum ent 
of great preci­ 
sion, which will determine accurate­ 
ly the absolute optical center of a 
lens. 
Such an instrum ent Is in the of­ 
fice of ii. C. Even son, the optician, 
and a demonstration of its import­ 
ance in the 
furnishing 
of perfect 
lenses, leaves no wonder at the arti­ 
cles in the magazines, tor this instru­ 
ment seems to be a necessity to all 
opticians, if they wish to test the ac­ 
curacy of their product, before hand­ 
ing their glasses to the public. 
These discentered lenses are call­ 
ed second and third quality, and are 
used by the large manufacturers to 
make cheap glasses for the market, 
and thus avoid a total loss of ma­ 
terials. 
People who buy glasses over the 
counter, and obtain their glasses of 
the unscrupulous fellows who wMsh 
to sell a pair, run the greatest chance 
of harm to their eyes, because the 
dis-renlered lenses are found among 
their stock. 
Is Expensive 
While the instrum ent is expensive, 
it is necessary, if the optician wish­ 
es to prevent inaccurate lenses from 
i getting into his patient’s hands, when 
| he gpts the glasses from the manu­ 
facturer. 
He checks the manufac­ 
turer’s mistakes, in other words.

Ewald Koettgen. an I. W. W. or­ 
ganizer, said that trrangements had 
been made for the care of several 
thousand children in good temporary 
homes in other cities. 
The I. W. W. 
is unable to provide for the wants of 
the strikers and their families in 
this city and the general public here 
has been indifferent to the suffering 
of the 27,000 silk workers and their 
families, Woettgen said.

Many Bills in Legislature 
Plan to Boost Efficiency 
of the Country 
System 


MADISON, WI*., April 18.— (Spe­ 
cia l.)— Efficiency of rural school* is 
the subject of many bills In the legis-j 
lature. This is in large measure due 
to the report of the expert em ployed 
by the state board of public affairs 
that W isconsin is tw enty-eighth in 
the union in efficiency 
of 
country 
schools. 
A county board of education 
is 
likely to be established to consist of • 
educators of talent, w ho are to be j 
paid salaries. 
This idea is em bo­ 
died in several of the hills. 
Assistant Suggested 
One bill proposes m aking the coun­ 
ty superintendent a member of 
the 
county school com m ission and, 
if 
there are m ore than sixty schools In 
the district, granting him one as­ 
sistant; lf there are one hundred and 
twenty schools, two assistants, etc. 
Members of the state departm ent of 
education, it is claimed, endorse this | 
plan. 
Under the state aid bill introduced 
by Senator 
Teasdale, 
the 
rural 
school which 
hires 
an experienced j 
trained teacher for nine m onths in j 
the year will receive ten dollars a j 
month extra state aid. 
Such schools j 
must have an attendance of not less 
than twenty or more than forty pu­ 
pils. 
Other approved schools hav­ 
ing teachers of the first grade 
re­ 
ceive $5.00 per month state aid. In­ 
struction in county training schools 
is not given credit in this bill.
